I (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food

in Appendix B, for item “A. 26.08 Caramel", the follow me 
item shall he substituted, namely:— 

“A.26.OR Caramel: Caramel shall be prepared from the food 
grade carbohydrates or their preparation by the action of heat, 
in the presence of acids or alkalies or salts. It shall he a dark 
blown to hlack liquid or solid material. Its solution when 
spread in thin layer on a glass plate should appear homogene¬ 
ous, transparent and have rnddish brown colour. 

1. The following acids and alkalies may be employed to 
assist eanimelizntion ■ 

(at AfTDS: 

1. Acetic acid. 

2. Citric acid. 

3. Phosphoric acid. 

(h) Alkalies : 

1. Ammonia or Ammonium hydroxide 

2. Potassium hydroxide, and 

3. Sodium hydroxide. 

2. Salts : Ammonium, Sodium or Potassium Carbonate 
(including hicnrbonnte), phosphate (including dibasic phosph¬ 
ate and mono-basic phosphate). Sulphate and sulphite may 
be used :
